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On approximately January 2 or 3, 1945 the subject departed 
from his apartment and advised that he was proceeding to Arizona. It was 
informant's belief that he intended to go to Tucson, Arizona. At that 
time the subject also talked about moving to Tucson to live permanently 
but he did not mention in what type of business he proposed to engage there. 
It was also indicated that the subject was having some difficulty with his

Informant also noticed a film album which contained numerous’ 
negatives all-of which were apparently taken while the subject was a merchant 
seaman.

The informant did not have an opportunity to examine all the negatives but 
noted that they appeared to be aged. There were none noted which indicated 
they were taken in Russia. 


Informant stated that there was a copy of a novel published 
in 1924 entitled “Radio Buster", of which VOLNEY GEORGE MATHISON was the 
author.

Confidential informant T-1 stated that he had had occasion to 
visit in the subject's apartment and had noted that the subject had very little 
personal property there. He had no desk or papers and the informant noticed 
nothing believed to be of value to this investigation. 


T-1 advised that the subject returned to his apartment in 
Los Angeles on January 19, 1945 and immediately thereafter announced that 
he intended to move and while he did not give his destination, indicated 
that. he was to return to Mexico. During the following two week period the

On January 3, 1945, the subject called at the Los Angeles 
Field Division and stated that he had recently heard that inquiry was being 
made regarding him at Nogales, Arizona and he assumed that the inquiries 
were made by the F,B.I. since it is a nation wide organization.

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Informant T-3 was also able to furnish a summary of the 
contents of approximately nine letters exchanged between the subject, 
while in Mexico, and ED WONG, 4040 Dozier Street, Los Angeles, during the 
year 1944, It will be recalled that ED WONG has been previously identified 
as a partner of the subject who has stated he has invested approximately 
$7,000.00 with the subject since November, 1942 for prospecting and mining 
operations. The subject matter of the letters made available to T-3 deals 
exclusively with mining operations peing carried on by the subject. The 
letter dated May 22, 1944 states that he has just arrived from Datil, Mexico
